If these 
facts are kept in mtind special honey 
receipts are unnecessary. A 
Heney is marketed in two forms, 
known respectively as comb honey 
and extracted honey, the former be- 
ing used much like jam or marma- 
lade and the latter either in that 
way for cooking. In the Past there 
has been some prejudice against ex- 
tracted honey—or honey removed 
from the comb—because it was be- 
lieved that this was frequently 
adulterated. Wowever prevalent this 
practice may have been in the past,

| The modern gs tractor of 10 or 
| more horsepower has thus far, with- 
in its limited area of use, proved to 
be an auxiliary of the farm horse 
rather than a substitute. This is a 
conclusion set forth in a new De- 


partment of Agriculture bulletin 
(No. 174) entitled “Farm Experi- 
ence With the Tractor.” When 


properly handled, according to the 
| bulletin, the tractor is often of 
| great value in permitting one or two 
men to perform a large amount o? 
work within a limited length of 
time. With further development, a 
lower first cost, and operated by 
workers who have been carefully 
trained, 
continue to grow in number and ef- 
ficiency, extending their field of 
work into new territory. The heavy 
{demands for power to break new 
land are practically over, and the 
‘growth of the tractor will hereafter 
be due more to its merit than in 
the past. 

In past years, wherever the trac- 
|tor seems to have succeeded, tke 
‘farms have usually been very large. 
|The present trend of the tractor in. 
idustry, however, points to the de- 
!velopment of cheaper and smaller 
outfits, designed to pull only from 
ltwo to four plow bottoms, and these 
should make good on farms of mod- 
lerate size, providing they cost con- 
| siderably less per unit of drawhbar 
power than the equivalent in 
horses. 

The farmer who considers buying 
,a tractor may well review carefully 
(the results of other farmers’ experi- 
ences as set down in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s new bulletin. 
The fact that some men have founda 
the tractor a profitable investment 
is proof that under certain condi- 
tions it can be used successfully 
ltor farm work. 

The physical condition of the 
land determines iargely the degree 
;of success which can be obtained 
with a tractor. The ideal conditions 
are large, level fields, free from ob- 
structions, such as trees, stumps, 
rocks, holes, and ditches, with a 
soil firm enough to furnish a solid 
| footing for the drive wheels, yet 
j not sufficiently hard to make an ex- 
| cessive draft on the plows. 

A number of agricultural colleges 
have added courses in tractioneer- 
ing, and there are several privately 
;conducted tractor schools. It is be- 
' lieved that most farmers who con- 
; template purchasing a tractor would 
find it well worth while to take a 
short course in tractioneering at 
{same one of these schools. It will 
be tinve and money well spent. The 
knowledge gained will be of great 
assistance in selecting a tractor, as 
; well as in operating it. 
;and money which the course réquires 
will be saved in many cases, during 
the first two seasons. be 

Another important factor in de- 
termining 


invested in it. The average farmer 
can not afford to increase his power 
|investment to any great extent. In 
purchasing a tractor he should not, 


about half that of a horse, while 
there are many operations for which 
the tractor can not be used. The 
first cost of a tractor should on 
that account be correspondingly less. 
Jt is unsafe to rely on an increase 
of crops from better work with the 
tractor, as in miost cases this is not 
realized, © 

It is significant that many farmers 
who have bought second hand trac- 
tors at low prices have been very 
successful with them. It is also 
significant that the sales of the 
larger and more expensive outfits 
have fallén off.
